1. OPPOSITION BENGALI GANOKANTHA CONTINUED ITS VITUPRATIVE 
CRITICISM OF RUSH/ SISCO DACCA VISIT. AN APRIL 20 EDITORIAL 
HEADED " WATCH OUT" STATES THAT AFTER THE ARRIVAL OF THE TWO

WITH NEWSMEN WAS THAT WHATEVER THE VERBAL COMMENTS OF THE
